A  Victory  Where  "Capful  and  Labor”  Have 
"Bridged  the  Chasm"  on  Con¬ 
servative  Ground. 

In  Dayton,  Ohio,  there  is  a  large  factory 
devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  a  high-class 
specialty,  where  an  effort  to  remove  the  an- 
tagonism  between  the  employer  and  the 
employed,  and  to  bring  to  a  practical  reali 
zation  some  plan  of  co-aperation,  has  been 
entirely'  successful. 

While  a  great  many  of  the  unusual  de¬ 
partures  from  the  regular  line  Of  factory 
business  methods  may  be  pronounced  by 
the  casual  observer  to  bp  luxuries  granted 
which  are  without  any  definite  aim,  yet  it 
has  been  thfc  experience  of  the  company 
that  th§  expense  of  all  these  privileges  has 
been  repaid  {hern  fourfold  by  the  good  will 
and  good  work  on  the  part  of  the  em¬ 
ployes;  and  far  from  claiming  the  right  to 
be  called  philanthropists  they  *ay  that  all 
they  do  for  their  employes  is  done  from 
purely'  business  standpoint,  and  that  it  is 
far  better  to  be  able  to  depend  upon  the 
loyalty  of  your  people  than  to  gain  profit 
at  t he  iprice  of  causing  them  discomfort. 

The.'  factory  buildings  of  the  National 
Cash  Register  Company  cofer  a  floor  space 
of  five  acres.  They  are  situated  in  the 
pretty  suburb  of  South  Park  of  Dayton 
Ohto.  This  region  is  one  of  the  garden 
spots  of  the  valley  of  t lie  great  Miami. 

Surrounded  on  all  sides  by  the  neat  lillje 
cottages  of  the  workingmen,  the  factory 
buildings  stand  in  the  Centre  of  an  immense 
lawn  of  green  grass  and  flower  beds. 

In  the  summer  time  from  every  window 
of  the  factory  may  be  seen  a  pleasing  and 
restful  view.  The  exterior  of  the  buildings 
is  painted  a  colonial  yellow.  The  walls  and 
finishing  of  the  interior  are  painted  the 
same  color.  In  selecting  this  color,  the 
idea  was  to  get  the  best  light,  and^  a  color 
best  adapted  te  the  eye. 

The  apartments  in  the  factory  are  com¬ 
modious,  well  lighted,  heated  and  venti¬ 
lated.  As  much  care  is  taken  in  the  ar 
rajBgcment  of-^he  brass  foundty,  as  of  the 
office  of  the  president  of  the  company  him¬ 
self.  The  brass  foundry,  although  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  world,  is  entirely  free 
from  the  excessive  heat  usually  found  in 
such  places. 

The  company  employs  nearly  300 
young  women.  These  young  women  make 
indicators,  locks  and  drills,  bind  books  and 
pamphlets  and  work  in  the  offices  and  in 
other  factory  departments.  They  come  to 
work  at  &  o’clock  in  the  morning,  exactly 
pne  hour  later  than  the  men.  At 
o’clock  each  morning  they  are  allowed  fif¬ 
teen  minutes  of  the  company's  time  for 
recreation.  Five  minutes  of  this  recess  is 
spent  in  exercising  under  the  direction  of  a 
teacher  of  calisthenics.  At  noon  they  all 
gather  in  a  neatly  appointed  lunch  room  on 
the  fourth  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building,  where  they  are  served,  free  of 
charge,  with  a  tastefully  cooked  lunch,  con¬ 
sisting  of  soup,  vegetables  and  other  nu¬ 
tritious  food.  After  lunch  the  young  wom¬ 
en  separate  and  amuse  themselves  as  they 
please.  They  are  allowed  one  hour  at 
noon,  and  a  great  many  of  them  spend  a 
portion  of  this  time  in  the  N.  C.  R.  house, 
which  is  opposite  the  main  entrance  to  the 
factory,  and  where  two  large  rooms  and  a 
piano  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  young 
women.  They  go  to  work  again  at  1  P.  M. 
and  at  3  o'clock  they  are  allowed,  another 
fifteen  minute  intermission,  which  is  oc¬ 
cupied  in  the  same  way  as  in  the  morning. 
•In  the  evening  they  go  home  fifteen  piin- 
utes  earlier  than  the  men.  thus  avoiding 
the  inconveniences  of  crowded  street  cars. 
While  the  young  women  employed  in  the 
factory  work  but  a  little  less  than  eight 
hours  a  day  they  receive  pay  for  ten  hours’ 
wont. 

In  a  cozy  corner  of  the  fourth  floor  of 
the  Administration  Building  is  fitted  up  a 
small  apartment  partitioned  off  from  the 
remainder  of  the  floor.  The  interior  is  fui- 
nished  with  cots,  sofas,  books  and  maga¬ 
zines.  This  is  called  the  “Rest”  Room. 
To  this  little  den  the  young  women  may 
retire  in  case  of  illness  or  fatigue.  If  any 
young  woman  falls  seriously  ill,  a  sister  em¬ 
ploye  in  the  department  where  the  sick  one 
works  is  detailed  to  take  charge  of  her,  and 
see  that  she  wants  for  nothing  and  is  prop¬ 
erly  taken  to  her  home. 

In  another  part  of  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Administration  Building  is  located  the 
yopng  women’s  Lath  room.  *  It  is  fitted  up 
with  the  latest  appliances,  with  tubs  and 
shower  baths.  Adjoining  it  is  a  small  linen 
room,  which  is  not  inferior  to  the  bath 
room  in  the  value  of  its  appointments. 

The  young  women  are  allowed  vacations 
in  the  summer  at  full  pay.  They  are  al¬ 
lowed  a  half  day  each  week  under  the  same 
conditions.  They  are  provided  with  white 
aprons  and  sleeves,  which  are  laundried  and 
kept  in  repair  at  the  company’s  expense.

cigarmaker  girls  say  if  they  were  to  visit 
the  handsome  lunch  room  at  a  noon  hour 
and  see  it  filled’  w  ith  contented  faces  of  300 
young  women,  factory  employes  like  them¬ 
selves,  though  so  different  in  condition  ? 

While  the  company  is  aware  that  con¬ 
siderable  expense  is  attached  to  the  privi¬ 
leges  which  they  grant  to  their  women  em¬ 
ployes,  yet  at  the  same  time  they  claim 
that  they  are  paid  fourfold  in  the  energy 
and  good  results  which  are  attained  in  their 
work.  They  diaim  that  it  is  a  matter  of 
business  policy  to  treat  their  employes  as 
human  beings  instead  of  beasts. 

The  privileges  accorded  the  youhg  wom¬ 
en  are  not  greatly  in  excess  of  those  given 
to  the  men.  Here  we  see  the  clerk  walking 
siide  by  side  wflth  the  mechanic,  one  as  neat 
ly  dressed  as  (the  other.  The  male  em¬ 
ployes  in  the  factory  of  the  National  Cash 
Register  Company  receive  ten  hours'  pay 
for  nine  and  one-half  hours'  work.  They 
edme  to  wfork  ht  7  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  during  tile  hot  summer  months  are 
giyen  Saturday  afternoons  off.  Located  in 
various  portions  of  the  factory  are  well- 
aj»pointed  shower  baths,  and  the  men  are 
allowed  t  wen  tv  minutes  on  the  company’s 
time  each  weqk  to  bathe. 

The  office  men  are  given  a  week’s  vaca¬ 
tion  each  year,  on  full  pay.  The  men  are 
all  paid  liberal  salaries  and  wages.  They 
ai;e  all  loyal  alul  enthusiastic  workers,  and 
ply  the  company  back  in  hard  work  for' 

What  they  sp<jnd  in  makihg  them  comfort¬ 
able. 

One  of  ,thcimost  peculiar  features  in  the 
methods  of  the  National  Cash  Register 
Company  ard  their  frequent  meetings  of 
employes  for  (the  purpose  of  obtaining  com¬ 
plaints  and  suggestions  from  them  in  regard 
to  the  conduct  of  the  business. 

tin  the  firstj place,  every  Friday  morning, 
r  about  an  hour  and  a  half,  the  officers  of 
the  companyj  the  heads  and  assistant  heads 
f  the  departments,  and  the  factory  fore- 
len  and  assistant  foremen,  about  300 
itrong,  meet  !in  the  auditorium  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Admiirntration-  Building  end  youTfiel 
talk  over  matters  pertaining  to  the  business. 1 
A  regular  program  is  arranged  for  these 
meetings,  and  many  valuable  points  and 
suggestions  received.  This  meeting  is 
known  as  the  Advance  Club,  and  has  been 
one  of  the  most  valuable  committees 
formed  by  the  company. 

The  organization  of  t^ie  National  Cash 
Register  Company  is  one  of  the  most  per¬ 
fect  yet  discovered.  So  noted  lias  it  be¬ 
come  that  the  “Dayton  Plan,”  as  it  is 
called,  has  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
shrewdest  capitalists  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try.  In  the  factory  of  the  company  the 
precept  peace,  harmony  and  good  will  to 
all  has  been  considered  by  its  owners  to  be 
the  chief  secrets  of  their  success.  And 
their  success  has  been  a  phenomenal  one.' 

What  a  blessing  it  would  be  if  at  the  cli¬ 
max  of  a  frightful  Eastern  strike,  when 
men  begrimed  wirii  powder  and  smoke, 
gazing  at  the  ruins  of  freight  cars  and  prop¬ 
erty  which  their  own  rashness  had  de¬ 
stroyed,  a  vision  of  the  peace  and  harmony 
which  exist}  in  the  factory  of  the  National 
Cash  Register  Company  could  be  written 
in  the  clouds,  and  thus  dispel  the  tumult 
caused  by  the  tyranny  of  hard-hearted 
monopolist}. — h.  M.  Hyde ,  in  7 he  Nnv 
Time. 


The  Committee  Commended. 

The  Record  is  very  much  pleased -with 
the  speech  made  by  Chairman  Stout,  and 
the  action  taken  by  the  Committee,  which 
permits  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  to 
erect  its  bridges  in  Bloomfield  in  its  own 
manner,  according,  to  modern,  up-to-date 
methods  of  engineering. 

Two  weeks  ago  this  paper  did  the  Com¬ 
mittee  injustice  by  ridiculing  the  resolution 
1  “blank  cartridge”  and  saying  there 
was  no  apparent  intention  of  interfering 
with  the  bridge  plans  of  the  company. 
The  speeches  of  the  Railroad  Counsel  and 
those  of  Mr.  Stout  and  Mr,  Haskell,  and 
the  wise  adtion  now  taken  to  rescind,  place 
the  whole  flatter  in  a  different  light.  This 
newspaper^  finds  itself  now  pleasurably 
compelled! to  say  of  the  Township  Commit¬ 
tee  :  “Well  done,  good  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vants.” 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee  (which  we  aim  to  always  give 
correctly  and  fully)  leave  little  more  to  be 
said  in  regard  to  the  bridging  of  streets  in 
Bloomfield.  There  has  been  for  years  con¬ 
stant  complaint  of  those  make  shift  wooden 
bridges,  without  stone  abutments,  and  now 
that  substantial  stone-work,  without  nar¬ 
rowing  the  streets  an  inch,  is  being  built  in 
such  a  way  as  to  protect  the  sidewalks 
from  “encroachment”  by  the  dirt  of  the 
embankment  constantly  sliding  down,  the 
public  will  bless  the  company,  and  find 
the  supports  at  the  curb  certainly  no  worse 
than  the  poles  of  the  trolley  and  other  com¬ 
panies  that  disfigure  the  streets.

In  conclusion  Mr.  Allen  said  that  the 
plan  shown  to  Engineer  Olmsted  was 
simply  a  sketch  showirig  the  line  of  the 
abutments  on  Maple  Street,  when  the  Com¬ 
pany  asked  permission  to  remove  the  maple 
tree.

Chairman  Stout  called  Vice-Chairman 
Haskell  to  the  chair  and  skid  :  I  believe 
all  our  citizens  are  pleased  with  the  fact 
that  we  are  to  have  a  well  equipped  rail- 
road  to  New  York  City,  an4  in  return  the 
Township  Committee  are  anxious  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  advance  tihe  interests  bf 
the  Railroad. 

The  former  action  by  the  Committee 
was  taken  with  the  view  thSt  the  encroach¬ 
ments  were  not  necessary.  Since  that  time 
I  have  visited  the  Erie  Railroad  officials 
and  had  {a  long  conversation  with  the  Chief 
Engineer;  I  was  convinced  that  the  action 
taken  by1  (he  Committee  was  unwise  and 
should  not  have  been  taken.  I  always  try 
to  be  well  advised,  but  when  T  make  a  mis¬ 
take  I  deem  it  to  the  interest  of  the  town- 
ship  to  say  so,  particularly  ^'hen  it  tends  to 
diversify  the  interests  of  the  Erie  Railroad. 
The  monfcy  spent  in  this  enterprise  has 
been  speut  without  reward.  The  town  will 
be  benefited  by  having  a  double  tr*ck.  It 
would  not  be  policy  to  hamper  them  in 
their  woijk.  We  have;  another  interest  with 
this  Company  in  regard1  to  the  depot. 
After  careful  consideration  the  town  con¬ 
sented  to  make  necessary  improvements 
for  the  extension  of  Beach  Street.  Essex 
County  and  Bloomfield  Township  will 
spend  tnree  times  as  mud  as  the  Railroad 
Company  will  for  a  depot.,  I  believe  that 
this  is  the  right  time  and  place  for  it. 

The  crossing  at  Spruce  (Street  has  been  a 
menaccffor  years.  No  one  would  drive 
over  it  unless  compelled  to  do  so.  This 
impaired  the  value  of  property.  When 
this  watt  explained  to  tht  Company  they 
agreed  tp  build  a  bridge.  I  This  will  be  no 
greater  expense  than  to  maintain  gates  and 
will  be  an  improvement  to  the  street.
